prcafjed with this unstudied revelation of 
tho true republican simplicity of Mr. Lin- 
coln's, character, and of'the neighborly 
cordiality which that character has rmfurnt- 
ly evoked. 


The home of Mr. Lincoln is a simple two- 


storied double frame house, nn thp corner 
of Eighth and Edward Rtrepta, a half doz- 
en squares from the railroad depot. Tho 
dwelling, which), wears a Quaker tint of 
li#ht Lrown, stands upon n plateau elevated 
three or fcnr feet above the sidewalk. On 
& li.-iek foundation wall, rising to the level 
of Iho garden, is a neat paled fence, with 
handsome square post*, inclosing thft front 
and side of the property. A back holding 
joins the main edifice, and in the rear there 
is a large garden. There Is no sign of pre- 
tension anywhere visible The building is 
singularly quiet looking and cozy, juat such 
a home as a sensible man in one of our 
sensible Permit rank towns would care to 
enjoy. 


Mr. Lincoln's manner w in perfect kwp- 


ing with these homo mirrminditjps, as I 
found ort personal experience. 
Having 


been specitilly invited to his room nt the 
State House, to "assist," as the French say, 
at the taking of his pbyaSogomy by n Bos- 
ton artist, Mr. Thomas M. Johnson, I had 
a capital chance of studying hii appearance 
and judging of his character. The pictures 
which have been already published nre bat 
a slight remove/rom brosid cacricatnre. Mr. 
Volks bust gives the truest imnrewjton of 
the head and general bearing. But neither 
the likeness by Mr. Hicks of New York, 
nor that by Mr. Berry of Boston, approaches 
to any degree of fidolity. . The. present 
crayon sketch by Johnson, if faithfully re- 
produced, will be an mlmirabl* picture. 


When Mr. Lincoln is engaged itt atiiroaty 


cd conversation, the play of the features ia 
instinct with intelligence-, the eye di- 
lutes with a generous radiance; the cheek- 
bones cease to have any noticeable promi- 
nence, and the mouth, which in the prints 
has been m'de a distressing feature, ia full 
of character and expression. 


Happening to aak Mr. Lincoln how it was 


that none of the artists hud done him jus- 
tice, he replied, with a humorous smite:— 
"It is impossible to get my graceful mo- 
tions in—that's the reason why none of the 
pictures are like roc I" 
> 


In his conversational language, Mr. Lin- 


coin gives abundant evidence of thorough 
sound sense and a ripened experience. On 
public questions he expressed himself with 
an unreserved frankness. 
On Knropean 


politics he talked with a familiarity which 
only close observation of passing events 
could have imparted. 
The impression 


whicn he creates in the minds of all who 
come i i contact with him, is that ol a *elf- 
made», Jdependent, honest thinker. Ho rises 
far above the politician; hp is n stranger 
to all the intrigues which have cnrsod party 
politics; he is thoroughly imbued with the 
true elements of statesmanship; and, in 
the highest nnd noblest sense, he is n mnn

Mean while, the plucked pigeon >•> so much 


absorbed in crowding, hustling and awear- 
ing, that he has no suspicion of the transfer 
that is being made. 
At all-places of 


amusement, or where any sort of lickets 
aie sold that will create ar^uah, there look 
out for your pockets. You want to buy n 
ticket, have taken out your wallet to get thp 
necessary money, and returned it to your 
pocket. A professional baa witnessed tho 
operation, and is instantly by your sidr>, 
crowding and jamming aa ferociously M 
yourself toward the little hol« thaouch 
which the tickets are passed. You pass in 
your money and demand a ticket—he does 
the same, striving to get abend of you—-yon 
become anxious, and yOnr hand and his get 
into a strife for the coveted pasteboard, and 
meanwhilahia other hand is exploring the 
recesses of your pockets. By the time you 
get out of the crowd, your wallet and your 
pertinacious friend have both disappeared. 
Pickpockets generally work in schools of 
two, three, four, five, or six, just aa the ex- 
ingencies of the occasion may require., 


The first object to be obtained to divert 


their victim's attention from hia pocket,and 
the next is to induce him by same means 
" to put up his hands." A fight, a crowd, 
or something else may accomplish th* for- 
mer, but the latter is more difficult. Some • 
one wrtl take hold of him, or knock his hat 
off, when up go both hands and oat goes' 
his wallet or his watch. la stealing watches 
the guard chain forms quite an obstacle, 
provided it be securely fastened. The fre- 
quent way of overcoming this difficulty is 
1o perform tho operation called " ringing it." 
That is, the watch is cautiously lifted 
from the pocket, and by a dexterous move- 
raent of the thnrnb and forefinger,, the ring 
to which the chain is attached' is twisted 
from the watch, and left idangling from the 
victim's vest, while the watch ha* beeri 
passed from one hand: to another till it nay 
bft several blocks away before it ia missed".

Their modes of obtaining the object1 of 


their ambition—generally n pocket bonlr or 
a gold watxli—are as numerous as the va- 
rious class of pickpockets. 
Thpy all par 1 


ticularly delight in a crowd 
Let a few 


thousand persons congregate in the street 
or in some place of imnsement, and theie 
you will find thp pickpocket in his glory. 
Take a street crowd, for instance 
Two or 


three of the light fingered gentry are there, 
working together. Ihey select their victim, 
and immediately seize every opportunity to 
hustle and jostle him 
Suddenly, some one 


is crushed np against him, at which both be- 
gin, to swear furiously, Ihe victim striving 
to get away, and the pickpocket; crowding 
till he succeeds in getting his hands away 
fiom his pocket. In an instants dexterous 
confederate slily slips- his .fingers:into the 
victim's pocket, and they seldom, come out 
again withont the coveted wallet, 


Meanwhile, the plucked pigeon is so much 


absorbed in crowding, hustling and swear- 
ing, that he has no suspicion of the transfei 
that is being made. 
At all places of 


amusement, OL where any sort of tickets 
aie sold that will create aepush, there look 
out for your pockets. You want to buy. 'a 
ticket, hive taken out yoivr wallet to get thp 
necessary money, and returned it to jour 
pocket. A professional has witnessed the 
operation, and is instantly by your side, 
crowding and jamming as ferociously sis 
yourselt toward the little hole thsough 
which the tickets are passed. You. pass in 
yonr money..and ^.demand a-ticket—he»does 
the same, striving to get ahead of yon—yon 
become anxious, and your hand and his get 
into a strife for the coveted pasteboard, and 
meanwhile,his other hand is exploring the 
recesses of your pockets. By the time you 
get out of the crowd, your wallet and youi 
pertinacious friend have both, disappeared 
Pickpockets generally work in schools of 
two, three, four, five, or six, just as the et 
ingencies of the occasion may require. 


The first object to be obtained to divert 


their victim's attention fiomiis pocket, and 
the next is to induce him by some means 
" to put up his hands." A figit, a crowd, 
or something else may accomplish the for- 
mer, 
but the latter is more difficult. Some 


one will take hold of him, or knock his hat 
off, when np go "both hands and out goes' 
his wallet orhis watch. Instealing watches 
the guard chain forms quite an obstacle, 
provided it be securely fastened. The fre- 
quent way of overcoming this difficulty is 
topeiform tho operation called " ringing it." 
That is, the watch is cautiously

In answering a question made to tis by 


a friend, v/e have had occasion to examine 
the census returns .from the 4th assembly 
district, in reference to the number of farms 
under cultivation. 
As this information 


may be interesting to some of our readers, 
we give the result of our examination, to- 
gether with the population iu each town. 


The present number of our weekly com- 


mences the sixteenth year of its publication. 
On the 14th day of August, 1845, the first 
number was printed, and in a period of 15 
years-but two weeks have been lost by a 
suspensioi of its regular issue. Probably 
no paper in the state can .show a more reg- 
ular or' uninterrupted publication than the 
Gazette, and certainly none have exhibited 
a more steady growth and prosperity. Com- 
mencing with a size that would now be re- 
garded as diminutive even^in a:new comer 
in the sparely settled communities of the 
northern counties of the state, and with a 
circulation that would deter even atx adven- 
turous speculator of modern ;days from as- 
suming the responsibility of a new paper, it 
has gradually attained a size' and circulation 
which places it in the very front 'rank of 
the newspapers of .Wisconsin. / . 


.As a matter of personal interest, we had 


designed to accompany the announcement 
of the commencement of our sixteenth vol 
ume with aTist of the names of the sub- 
scribers ^who gave'encouragement to the 
doubtful enterprise of a newspaper in the 
infant vLllage.of Janesville ; but on looking 
for the first subscription book, we are not 
able to find it among the " early records " of 
bur office. Some of the names then " on 
the book " have been continued without in- 
termission, and now .weekly receive the 
journal they-aided fifteen years" ago to life 
and being. 
Others have disappeared from 


our subscription* list, and have closed al 
earthly accounts, and the scenes'of a worlc 
unknown to those who yet act their part it: 
a community which has reached an age ol 
vigorous manhood have been exchanged for 
the stirring events succeeding their depart 
ure from an active and eventful stage. 


"" We have, however, in the bound volum 
preserved by Mr. Alden, the first publisher 
of the Gazette, a record which possesses 
not only personal but public -interest. Som 
of the incidents of personal interest we shaj 
hereafter extract from this repository of the 
past, but must..content ourselves to-day wit! 
a glance at some of the public events we 
find recorded in its columns. 


The first article on the inside of the firs 


number is the proceedings of a territoria 
whig convention, ueld at Madison, to noml 
nate a delegate to congress. E. V. Whiton 
presided at this convention, L. P. Harvey, 
then a delegate from Eacine county, and G. 
C. Washburne were secretaries. The dele- 
gates from Rock county were E.V. Whiton,. 
Heman Murray, David J. Bundy and J. S. 
Lane. Col. James Collins, of Iowa county, 
was nominated for delegate, after an infor- 
mal ballot, by the following vote : Col. Jas. 
Collins 34, Jonathan E. Arnold 25, A, L. 
Collins 11. Mr. Arnold is now the .demo 
cratic candidate for the same place from the 
1st district.

A township, as our readers all know, 


consists of 36 sections, and each section 
containing 640 acres, the number of acres 
in each of these towns is 23,240.

Many of the prominent men of the city 


have oftentimes expreued a desire that a 
company might he organUed and perpetu- 
ated here; and now that itepa hare been 
taken in th'a direction, we hope to me it 
encouraged and sustained. From a knowl- 
edge of th» men who have taken this mat- 
ter in hand, and from the cocrae they are 
panning in the selection of members, we 
feel an nauual confidence in tla success 
and permananey. From what we learn of 
their action last evening, we gather the fol- 
lowing M some of the objects sought to be 
attained: l«t, a well disciplined military 
company ; 2d, a means of social enjoyment 
to its members and an organization for the 
developing of the physical faculties ; 3d, to 
promote the general good of its members. 
Under this latter head comes n constitution- 
al provision for the eipulsion of any mem- 
ber who shall become intoxicated white un- 
der the jurisdiction of the company or Us 
officers, or who shall visit honoesof ill-fame, 
together with other offences not calculated 
to invest in the company a spirit of manli- 
ness and high-toned dignity. 


The leading men are proceeding cautious- 


ly, yet determinedly ; and their every effort 
is tending toward efficiency in discipline, 
as well as keeping to themselves a charac- 
ter—both as members of the corps and as 
'individuals — that shall place them upon a 
footing above reproach. There are many 
who will become members of a company 
when they know it has been founded upon 
a basis of this character, who now fear that 
the attaching of themselves to a military 
company is but a synonym for rowdyism. — 
To those we would say, that what we have 
stated tee know to be true to the letter, and 
we shall, therefore, expect soon to see a 
company rise np from among us that will 
bear a merited name of honor both at home 
and abroad. 


Another point : Janesville has been sig- 


naled as the second city in the state in point 
of population, but, we are sorry to say, she 
is very far indeed from the second in her 
military accomplishments. Cities claiming 
two or three thousand less that than this 
claims, have one, two or three companies 
organized and disciplined, but we have one 
onlyf<and that still deep in embryo. This 
city's name and reputation stands high on 
the ladder of fame, and a. fine military 
company, such as may and can be formed, 
will place in her crown another brilliant. 


Now that a move has been made, wje hope 


it will be carried saccewfuly to the point of 
permanency— a point which can be reached 
it those who are willing to become members 
will but come forward and signify their de- 
sire. A committee appointed for that pur- 
pose, (and announced elsewhere,) will re- 
ceive the names of applicants and transfer 
them to the nut meeting of the company. 
About twenty persons huve already become 
members, and as it requires bat forty to 
make the complement conform to the stat- 
utes of the state, we hope an early day will 
see it obtained. As soon as this number is 
reached, the elected officers can obtain com- 
missions, arms and equipments can be drawn 
from the state, and the company immedi 
atety placed under drill,-and the New Year 
can usher into our streets a military compa- 
ny that may successfully compete with 
many if not most of the military compnniei 
now in the state.

Military Movements. 


The second meeting for the purpose of 


perfecting a military organization, was held 
last evening at the council room. John R. 
Bennett, Esq., was chosen president, and 
N. "W. Proper secretary. 


A constitution and code of by-laws were 


reported, the constitution adopted, and the 
by-laws deferred rratit a special meeting.— 
The constitution has been carefully pre- 
pared by a competent committee, and can- 
not fail of pleasing all who may become 
members, especially those who have a cor- 
rect understanding of laws necessary for 
the government of military organizations. 
Some Bfteen members were present, and an 
earnest desire manifested to organise a 
company—a company which shall be a 
source of pride to its members as individu- 
als, and an ornament to the city to which it 
shall belong. 


Many of the prominent men of the city 


hare oftentimes expressed a desire that a 
company might be organised and perpetu- 
ated here; and.now that steps have been 
taken in this direction, we hope to see it 
encouraged and sustained. From a knowl- 
edge of the men who have taken this mat- 
ter in hand, and from the course they are 
pnrsaing in the selection of members," we 
feel an nnasual confidence in its success 
and permanancy. Fronj what we learn of 
their action last evening, we gather the fol- 
lowing as some of the objects sought to be 
attained: 1st, a well disciplined military 
company; 2d, a means of social enjoyment 
lo its members and an organization for the 
developing of the physical faculties; 3d. to 
promote the general good of its members. 
Under this latter head comes a constitution- 
al provision for the espulsion of any mem- 
ber who shall become intoxicated while un- 
der the jurisdiction of the company or its 
officers, or who shall visit houses of ill-fame, 
together with other offences not calculated 
to invest in the company a spirit of manli- 
ness and high-toned dignity. 
' The leading men are proceeding cautious- 
ly, yet determinedly; and their every effort 
is tending toward efficiency indiscipline, 
as well as keeping to themselves a =charac- 
ter—both as members of the corps and as 
'individuals—that shall place them upon a 
footing above reproach. There are many 
who will become members of a company 
when they know it has been founded upon 
a basis of this character, who now fear that 
the attaching of themselves to a military 
company is but a synonym for rowdyism.— 
To those we would say, that what we have 
stated ire know to be true to the letter, and 
we shall, therefore, expect soon to see a 
company rise tip from among us that will 
bear a merited name of honor both at home 
and abroad. 


Another point: Janesville has been sig- 


naled as the second city in the state in point 
of population, but, we are sorry to sav, she 
is very far indeed from the second in her 
military accomplishments. Cities claiming 
two or three thousand less that than this 
claims, have one, two or three companies 
organized and discipline!, but we have one 
only,jind that still deep in embryo. This 
city's name and reputation stands high on 
the ladder of fame, and a, fine military 
company, snch as may aad can be formed, 
will place in her crown, another brilliant. 


Now that a move Ims been made, we hope 


it will be carried ssccessfuly to the point of 
permanency—a point which can be reached 
ii those who are willing to become members 
will but come forward and signify their de- 
sire. 
A committee appointed for that pur- 


pose, (and announced elsewhere,) will re- 
ceive the names of applicants and transfer 
them to the next meeting of the company. 
About twenty persons buve already become 
members, and as it requires but j'orty to 
make the complement conform to the. stat- 
utes of the state, we hope an early day will 
see it obtained. As soon as this number is 
reached, the elected officers can obtain com- 
missions, arms and equipments can be drawn 
from the state, and the company immedi 
ately placed under drill,-and the New Year 
can nsher into our streets a military compa- 
ny that may successfully compete with 
many if not most of the military companies 
now in the state.

We have, however, in the bound volume 


preserved by Mr. Alden, the first publisher 
of the Gazette, a record which possesses 
not only personal but public interest. Some 
of the incidents of personal interest we shall 
hereafter extract from this repository of the 
past, but must content ourselves to-day with 
a glance at some of the public events we 
find recorded in its columns. 


The first article on the inside of the first 


number is the proceedings of a territorial 
whig convention, held at Madison, to nomi- 
nate a delegate to congress. 
E. V. Yfhi'ton 


presided at this convention, L. P. Harvey, 
then a delegate from Racine county, and C. 
C. Washburne were secretaries. 
The dele- 


gates from Rock county were E. V. Whiton, 
Hem an Murray, David J. Bandy and J. S. 
Lane. Col. James Collins, of Iowa county, 
was nominated for delegate, after an infor- 
mal ballot, by the following vote: Col. Jas. 
Collins 34, Jonathan E. Arnold 25, A. L. 
Collins 11. Mr. Arnold is now the demo 
cratic candidate for the same place from the 
1st district. 


We next find the sentence of the court j 


upon Henry G. Green, the wife murderer in 
Troy, New York. John Van Bnren was 
the then attorney general and conducted the 
prosecution. 
John C. Spencer was one of 


the counsel for the prisoner. 


Coming into the editorial department we 


find the introductory of Mr. Alden, the edi- 
tor; a request to those friends who have re- 
ceived prospectuses of the Gazette to obtain 
as many subscribers as possible, and return 
the list promptly,—and other usual matters 
connected with a new paper. 
The claims 


of Col. Collins, as delegate to congress, 
were warmly urged, and the following para- 
graph sounds a good deal like those of later 
days: 


" We have assurances upon which we 


place great reliance that since the nomina- 
tion of Col. Collins, a great change has ta- 
ken place in Iowa and Grant counties, and 
in the western part of the territory general- 
ly, in favor of the whigs. Onr candidate, 
being very popular, has not to contend 
against the " hero of the Sauk fuss,'1 and 
moreover was himself an officer in that war." 


Notwithstanding this gratifying prospect, 


and getting rid of the popularity of Gen. 
Dodge as a competitor, Col. Collins was de- 
feated, and Morgan L. Martin elected. 


" The annexation of Texas is at last ac- 


complished," says this chronicle of the old- 
en time, and the next paragraph states that 
A. Hyatt Smith has been appointed attor- 
ney general of Wisconsin, vice Wm. P. 
Lynde resigned. 


In another column is a notice of Hussey's 


reaper, in connection with the fact that 
Jackman & Tompldna have just finished 
cutting a small field of 200 acres of wheat, 
and next fall they intended to get in 300 
acres. At that time Rock county raised 
winter wheat, and Mr. Jackman, as now, ! 
was an extensive grower of grain. 


The " enterprising citizens " of Racine ' 


were then working at their harbor, having 
removed the rock atitsjnonth, and the north 
pier was soon to be completed. 


The post office at Racine, even in these 


early days, was a source of trouble. 
Dr. 


Elias Smith was removed, because he was 
a whig, and a brother in the profession, Dr. 
Carey, appointed in his place. Dr. Carey, 
after himself subsequently coming under 
the axe, succeeded in getting back into the 
place he held in 1845, and died while an 
incumbent of the office. 


Under the head " By Last Night's Mail," 


we find a report of one of the rows among 
tie Philadelphia firemen which has given 
that city such an unenviable notoriety.— 
Next comes speculations from Mexico as to 
the probabilities of peace or war. As usvt- 
al, the reports were contradictory, end the 
war which afterwards made Gen. Taylor 
president, and will give historic celebrity to 
Buena Vista, Monterey, Cherubusco and 
other localities, was confined to paper pis- 
tocola and unmeaning diplomacy.

The an- 
nouncement of the fact was made by the 
Central Committee in this paper last Fri- 
day, nnd was published in the Milwaukee 
Free Democrat Saturday. Yet the Sentinel 
of this morning announces Sept, llth as 
the day." 


The announcement of the state commit- 


tee in the Journal escaped our attention, or 
we would have avoided the error of the Sen- 
tinel. 
The committee of arrangements for 


the Seward meeting, at Madison, have in- 
vited Hon. Schuylcr Colfax, of Ind., and 
Cassius M. Clay, of Kentucky, to be pres- 
ent on the 12th of September, and address 
the people. 


Gen. Atwood has been appointed Mar- 


shal of the day, with power to employ as 
many assitants as he shall see fit. 


There is some talk of holding the after- 


noon meeting on the State Fair Grounds. 
The matter is not yet decided upon. 


The 12th is the day on which the repub- 


lican nominating convention for this county 
will be held, and to that extent will inter- 
fere with an attendance from the county. 
It would, of coarse, be impossible to fix 
any day perfectly, convenient to everybody, 
and though the day selected will prevent 
some individuals from attending who would 
have been present if some other day had 
been chosen, there is no reason to doubt 
that a very large number from Rock coun- 
ty will visit Madison on the 12th.

A CORRECTION.—We under?tand that it

may be made by the farm mortgagors to 
demonstrate to the courts and to the world 
that the mortgages in qneation were obtain- 
ed by fraud, and that there was no consid- 
eration for them, save that received by the 
whole community in the rise in the value 
of property consequent upon the building 
of the railroads. We desire to see these 
mortgagors relieved of the burden cast upon 
them by some equitable arrangement in the 
matter, if it is possible to be done; and we 
sympathize with all meetings, associations 
and leagues which have this for their object. 
Since the decision of the supreme court, we 
see no practicable measure of relief pre- 
sented except a compromise among the 
parties. 
We have uniformerly recommend- 


ed this to both parties, and we understand 
that the holders of the mortgages are will- 
ing, generally to adjust them by a renewal 
at 50 to 70 per cent. We think this better 
than a long lawsuit, with an uncertain 
result in the future.

accomplishing his object. 
As the mar- 


shal and his posse were leaving, Booth 
came forward and proposed to make a 
speech to them, which they declined, con- 
siderably disgusted at the proposition. 


P. S. The Milwaukee News locates this 


affair at a house belonging to J. G. Pickett, 
seven miles from Oshkosh, and gives a long 
account of the terrible but bloodless battle. 


According to previous announcement, a 


republican mass meeting was held last night 
in Newburgh, Warrick county. A moat in- 
famous attempt was made by a few ruffians 
of that place to break it np. The time of 
writing this is late, and we can only give a 
brief sketch of the proceedings on the occa- 
sion. We shall have something further to 
say in our next issue. 


The Wide Awakes, to the number of about 


250, accompanied by the Crescent City Band 
and Glee Club, chartered the Charley Bow- 
en, and, starting at seven o'clock, arrived 
there about nine. The companies, on dis- 
embarking, formed into line and started for 
the place of speaking. 


They marched up State street to the in- 


tersection of Second, and halted in front of 
Phelps' corner. Immediately on landing 
they were met with taunts, epithets, and 
cries of " nigger thieves," " abolitionists/' 
" John Brownites," 
<: Ossowatomios," and 


all such infamons slang, which was kept up 
all along the line of march, and at the stand. 


After music by the band, Hon. H. W. 


Ellsworth was introduced by James G. Jones, 
Esq., and proceeded to make a calm, dispas- 
sionate speech, half an hour long. The in- 
terruptions were so constant and so loud 
that many doubted whether he could bravn 
it oat; but he did, and made a telling 
speech. 


The Glee Club then sang a song, and Mi1. 


J. G. Jones arose to speak. He said he 
had heard cries of" woolly head," and " ue- 
gro equality." 
Such cries, said he, could 


only come from men who were infinitely be- 
low the negroes. 


Here the din became deafening. 
It pro- 


ceeded from a small squad of ruffians, led 
by the marshal ol the town—a blood-thirsty 
miscreant named Sol. Koker. 
Peaceable 


attempts having been made to quiet the 
noise, a few of the Wide Awakes surround- 
ed the ruffians in order to take them away. 
Koker and two others then drew pistols, and 
Koker flourished a bowie knife and defied 
the peace makers. Suddenly he fired on the 
Wide Awakes, and then two other shots 
were fired. The first struck Mr. M. B. Suit- 
er, a member of company C, Wide Awakes, 
in the right shoulder, making a painful 
wound, but not serious. 


A portion of the Wide Awakes recoiled 


from this unexpected attack, but soon rallied, 
and made a rush for the ruffians. 
One of 


the latter, named Bill Lee, was made to bite 
the dust. Koker fled towards the river, and 
by dint of skillful dodging narrowly escap- 
ed rough handling. During the melee, Mr. 
Stephen Sharp, a Wide Awake, was struck 
in the head with a stone and stunned for a 
short time. 
The affray at one time threat- 


ened serious results, but luckily no one was 
killed. 


The meeting being over, the band played 


an enlivening tune, and the Wide Awakes 
fell into line, and marched to the boat in 
perfect order. The gibes of the rowdies 
were but faintly heard. The Wide Awakes, 
as they had done during the whole evening, 
except when the speakers were interrupted, 
paid no attention to the insults thrown at 
them, but acted as respectable men should. 
They arrived at home about half past twelve 
o'clock. 


Most of the citizens of Newburg, and 


many of those from the interior of the 
county present, were extremely mortified ov- 
er the disgrace which had fallen on their 
town and county. They owe it to them- 
selves to, and we believe they will, see the 
outraged law vindicated, and their town and 
county lelieved, as far as possible, from the 
disgrace resting on them. 


We regret very much to implicate any 


citizens of reputable name in this shameful 
interruption of a peaceable meeting ; but it 
is well known, and can be proven by twenty 
or more witnesses, that Captain T. F. Bet- 
hell, formerly representative from Warrick 
in the legislature, and Nathan Piatt, presi- 
dent of the county agricultural society, both 
leaders of the democracy, and heretofore 
regarded as order-loving and respectable 
men, were prominent in disturbing the 
the peace themselves, and instigating the 
ruffians who attempted to commit murder 
in their attempt to stifle free speech in a 
free state. 


We shall close by remarking that Koker 


is also a prominent" democrat, and is now 
the democratic nominee for coroner of War- 
rick county.

Many of the prominent men of the city 


have oftentimes expreued a desire that a 
company might he organUed and perpetu- 
ated here; and now that itepa hare been 
taken in th'a direction, we hope to me it 
encouraged and sustained. From a knowl- 
edge of th» men who have taken this mat- 
ter in hand, and from the cocrae they are 
panning in the selection of members, we 
feel an nauual confidence in tla success 
and permananey. From what we learn of 
their action last evening, we gather the fol- 
lowing M some of the objects sought to be 
attained: l«t, a well disciplined military 
company ; 2d, a means of social enjoyment 
to its members and an organization for the 
developing of the physical faculties ; 3d, to 
promote the general good of its members. 
Under this latter head comes n constitution- 
al provision for the eipulsion of any mem- 
ber who shall become intoxicated white un- 
der the jurisdiction of the company or Us 
officers, or who shall visit honoesof ill-fame, 
together with other offences not calculated 
to invest in the company a spirit of manli- 
ness and high-toned dignity. 


The leading men are proceeding cautious- 


ly, yet determinedly ; and their every effort 
is tending toward efficiency in discipline, 
as well as keeping to themselves a charac- 
ter—both as members of the corps and as 
'individuals — that shall place them upon a 
footing above reproach. There are many 
who will become members of a company 
when they know it has been founded upon 
a basis of this character, who now fear that 
the attaching of themselves to a military 
company is but a synonym for rowdyism. — 
To those we would say, that what we have 
stated tee know to be true to the letter, and 
we shall, therefore, expect soon to see a 
company rise np from among us that will 
bear a merited name of honor both at home 
and abroad. 


Another point : Janesville has been sig- 


naled as the second city in the state in point 
of population, but, we are sorry to say, she 
is very far indeed from the second in her 
military accomplishments. Cities claiming 
two or three thousand less that than this 
claims, have one, two or three companies 
organized and disciplined, but we have one 
onlyf<and that still deep in embryo. This 
city's name and reputation stands high on 
the ladder of fame, and a. fine military 
company, such as may and can be formed, 
will place in her crown another brilliant. 


Now that a move has been made, wje hope 


it will be carried saccewfuly to the point of 
permanency— a point which can be reached 
it those who are willing to become members 
will but come forward and signify their de- 
sire. A committee appointed for that pur- 
pose, (and announced elsewhere,) will re- 
ceive the names of applicants and transfer 
them to the nut meeting of the company. 
About twenty persons huve already become 
members, and as it requires bat forty to 
make the complement conform to the stat- 
utes of the state, we hope an early day will 
see it obtained. As soon as this number is 
reached, the elected officers can obtain com- 
missions, arms and equipments can be drawn 
from the state, and the company immedi 
atety placed under drill,-and the New Year 
can usher into our streets a military compa- 
ny that may successfully compete with 
many if not most of the military compnniei 
now in the state.

The second meeting for the purpose of 


perfecting a military organization. TT&S held 
Imit erening at the council room. John R. 
Bennett, Esq., was chosen president, and 
N. W. Proper secretary. 


A constitution and code of by-laws were 


reported, the constitution adopted, and the 
bj-Iaws deferred until a special meeting. — 
The constitution has been carefully pre- 
pared br a competent committee, and can- 
iiot {ail of pleasing all who may become 
members, especially those who hnvc a cor- 
rect understanding of laws necessary for 
the government of military organizations. 
Some fifteen members were present, and an 
earnest desire manifested to organise a 
company — a company which shall be a 
source of pride to its members as individu- 
als. end an ornament to the city to which it 
shall belong. 


Many of the prominent men of the city 


have oftentimes expressed a desire that a 
company might be organised and perpetu- 
ated here; and now that steps have been 
taken in this direction, wo hope to see it 
encouraged and sustained. From a knowl- 
edge of the men who have taken thia mat- 
ter in hand, and from the coarse thev are 
pursuing in the selection of members, we 
feel an unusual confidence in its success 
and perraanancy. From what we learn of 
thgir action last evening, we gather the fol- 
lowing as some of the objects sought to be 
attained : 1st, n vrpll disciplined miHtarv 
company : 2d, a means of social enjoyment 
to its members and an organization for the 
developing of the physical faculties; 3d, to 
promote the general good of its members. 
Under this latter head comes a constitution- 
al provision for the expulsion r>f anv mem- 
ber v.-ho shall become intoxicated while nn- 
d»r the jurisdiction of the company or its 
officers, or who shall visit houses of ill-fame, 
together with other offences not calculated 
to iavest in the company a spirit of manli- 
ness and high-toned dignity. 


The leading men are proceeding cautious- 


ly, yet determinedly ; and their every effort 
is tending toward efficiency in discipline, 
as \sell as keeping to themselves a charac- 
ter — both as members of the corps and as 
individuals — that shall place them upon a 
footing above reproach. There are many 
who will become members of s. company 
when they know it has been founded upon 
a basis of this character, who now fear that 
the attaching of themselves to a military 
company is but a synonym for rowdyism. — 
To those we wonld say, that what wo have 
stated trr knotc to be true to the letter, and 
we shall, therefore, expect soon to see a 
company rise up from among us that will 
bear a merited name of honor both at home 
and abroad. 


Another point: Janesville has beta sig- 


naled as the second city in the state in point 
of population, but, we are sorry to say, she 
is very far indeed from tho second in her 
military accomplishments. Cities claiming 
two or three thousand less that than this 
claims, have one, two or three companies 
organized and disciplined, but we have ono 
only, and that still deep in embiyo. 
This 


rity'.s name and reputation stands high on 
tho ladder of fame, and a fine military 
company, such as ma}' and can be formed, 
will place in hnr crown another brilliant. 


Xnw thnt a move has been made, ive hope 


i: will be carried successfully to the point, of 
permanency — a point which can be reached 
ii thope who are willing to become members 
will but come forward and signify their dp- 
•-•ire. 
A committee appointed for that pur- 


pose. (and announced elsewhere.) will re- 
ceive the names of applicants and transfer 
tfe?m to the next meeting of the company. 
About twenty persons have already become 
members, and as it requires but forty to 
make the complement conform to thfi stat- 
utes of the state, we hope an early day will 
=ee it obtained. As soon as this number is 
reached, the elected officers can obtain com- 
missions, arms and equipments can be crawn 
from the state, and the company imraedi 
ately placed under drill, and the New Year 
cen usher into our streets a military compa- 
ny that may successfully compete with 
many if not most nf the militarv companies 
nor.- in the state.
